Two of our soldiers, 
who went beyond our picket lines, were caught, 
stripped of their clothing, and sent back to camp. 
There_is no use attempting to forage beyond the 
pickets, though the temptation is strong to 
do so. 
17th of June.—On the James River. An- 
chored, with the rest of the fleet, at Fort Pow- 
hattan. From here we can see the army moving 
to the pontoon bridge. Two corps and the sup- 
ply have crossed. Pontoons taken up this 
evening, and we move above Wilson's Landing. 

18th of June.—Move on up the James River; 
pass Harrison's Landing and other noted wow 
and at 9 A. M. anchored at City Poith; landed 
at one o'clock ; town filled with-wounded. In 
the evening walk two miles through the dust, 
out to our hospital which is on the bank 
of the Appomatox; heavy firing. Some of our 
party called to see Gen. Grant. 

19th of June.—Prisoners passing, and wound- 
pene from front. They report Petersburg 
taken. Heavy firing still plainly heard on our 
boat.

Second—But if the wall is hard and smooth, 
the wash is improved by a mixture of very fine 
sand—as much as will mix and can be . 
Third—For inside walls an addition of a little 
glue—say a quarter of a pound to three pailfuls 
—increases the adhesion. If it is desired to have 
the walls very white, the white of eggs may be 
used in the place of the glue.— Sci. American. 

Inox Staixs.—These come from iron-rust, ink, 
ete. To remove them, the iron is first dissolved 
by a solution of oxalic acid in water. The 
oxalate of iron thus produced, which, unlike 
iron rust, is soluble, is readily removed by wash- 
ing or soaking. Ink spots (tanno-gallate of iron 
upon the printed leaves of books, are remov 
in the same way—but the lamp-black of the 
printer's ink is not at all affected. If fresh, such 
spots may be wholly effaced; if old and dry, a 
very little will remain.
